HOW IRELAND FAMISHES WHILE

Lonpon, February 27.—Accounts from the 
district of Guicedtores county Donegal, in the 
northwestern part. of Ireiand, indicate that 
the condition of tae people is most distres 
sing. The medical officer of the district re- 
ports that children are much emaciated in 
consequence of the scantiness of their diet 
and the general use of seaweed as the princi- 
pal meal. There is a sick person in 
almost every house, owing to the want 
of food.

TO FIND WIFE AND CHILDREN HID- 
DEN FROM VIEW. 


The Cuimtration of a Social Sensation in Atlante—A 
Wedding of Years Agoin Columbia—Nightson : 
the Tented Pieids-The Loss of Family 
~ Final Result of Years of Search. 


A marvelous story has just come to light in 
Atlanta, In 1853 there was a 
merry and happy wedding in 
Columbia, 8. C. The groom was Mr. 
Emanuel Jones, a young gentleman of about 
twenty years of age, and the bride was Miss 
Emily Rabsen, a lady of beauty and culture, 
and a few years his junior, Both were well 
kuewn and were highly esteemed and re- 
spected by a large circle of friends and 
acquaintances. Te groom was engaged in a 
lucrative business, and for him and his bride 
life had a rosy tinge, and but for the late war 
there might have been a happy fruition of all 
their dreams. When the war came on Mr. 


Jones was the father of three happy, beauti- 
ful children; the husband of a devoted wife 
and the possessor of an attractive home. But 
#s dear to him as these possessions were, his 
country was dearer, and, leaving all behind 
him he enlisted at the first call and went to 
the front. For fou: years his face was con- 
stantly toward the foe and never once during 
that time did | 
HE SEE WIFE, CHILDREN OR HOME, 

As often as possible he penned and mailed 
words of love and kindness to his family, but 
for some unaccountable reason he received 
but one reply. ‘That was written by his wife. 
It was filled with assurances of her undying 
devotion to him, his children and the cause 
for which he was fighting. It was full of 
prayers for his safe return to her and their 
children, of whom she spoke in the most 
glowing terms, and closed by stating that for 
safety to them she had leit her oid home 
in Charleston, and was then in 
Augusta. 

Except this one letter, which the soldier 
placed between the leaves of his bible, and 
wore over his.beart throughout the war, Mr. 
Jones heard nothing from his home, The 
end finally came. Lee gave up his sword at 
Appomatiox, and the men who for years had 
endured hunger, hatdship and fatigue were 
once more free to seek their homes. With 
a heart heavy because his cause was a lost 
one, but>with an elastic step and an eye 
beaming with joy the South Carolina volun- 
teer turned his face toward his home and 


that so often had echoed his step. The few 
years fubsence had wrought its changes, 
hey were many and severe, but the severest 
of all to the suidier was his inability to find 
his family. Bat in the war which he 
then fighting alone he proved himself as good 
a soldier as before, and at 
considered himself a conqueror when 
he ascertained that his wife and children 
were then in Augusta, Without delay, and 
with a heart brimtul of love for the absent 
ones, the so:dier 
AGAIN TOOK UP HIS LINE OF MARCI, 

and never called a hait until the Georgia 
town was reached. There he began his sec- 
ond search for the ones he loved so weil and 
from whom he had been so long separated, 
Bur fete seemed against him, and after days 
of anxiety and toil he learned that his wife 
and children bad moved frem 
to Atlant. Not disheartened by 
cheir long silence and by his many_ineffsct- 
ual effurts to find them, he again took the 
road and bivouaced not until he ‘reached the 
Gate City. Here hefound ma? sad evi- 
dences of, the war, but to him the sadd 


This intelligence seemed reliablé, and in de- 
spair the soidier almost gave up the fight, but 
just as he was on the eve of surrendering he 
recollected the many sudden changes from 
defeat to victury when he followed the illus- 
trious Lee, and taking= courage, 
he again set out to find 
all the war had left for him. After months 
he reached their destination, but it was only 
to learn that they were dead. This pus,a 
quietus to the hunt, and returning to the 
south, his native land, Mr. Jones began 
learning a trade. His fortune had been swept 
away by the war, and all that was near and 


dear to him were dead. In Atlanta 
he worked fer months and then 
becoming restless, started out on 4a 


tramp. Chattanooga, Memphis and towns 
further west were made temporary homes, 
but no peace or happiness met him. 
Finally, in 1872, he reached Prattyille, Ala., 
where he worked for months and where be 
found a solace for the loss he had sustained 
during the war. In that quiet Alabama vil- 
lage he became acquainted with a Miss Lillie 
James. She bore a striking resemblance to 
his wife, and from friendship to love they 
went, and finally happiness was bis again 
when he called her his wife. 

After a residence of about a yéarin Pratt- 


ville Mr. Jones and his wife came 
to Atlanta, where they remained 
for months. They then began trayel- 


ing, and about three vears ago came back to 
Atlanta, where they lived for some time. 
About nine months ago they again left At- 
lanta and went to Newton, Alabama, where 
his secend wife died abeut four months ago. 
To him the blow was aterrible one, and when 
her form had been laid at rest he again turned 
his face towards Atlanta, where he now is. 
and where the last chapter of his strange and 
eventful history is being written. | 
THE LOST FOUND 

A little over two weeks ago Mr. Jones hap- 
pened to call at Mrs. Green’s boarding house, 
on Foundry street, and while there nar- 
rated some parts of his strange life. 
As the words iell from his lips they were 
drank in by Mrs. Green with peculiar interest 
And why? Because she knew the other side 
of asimilar story. Asking Mr. Jones for the 
names of his children, she informed him that 
she knew them, and told Mr. Jones that the 
eldest son was then at Winsbip’s fouodry In 
addition to this staiement she enumerated 
facts concerning the family which made Mr. 
Jones belicde tuat he had found his long lost 
family. Witha heart full of joy and doubt he 
suught the foundry, and for tbe first time in 
more that. twenty years stood face to face 
with his firetson. The meeting was a matter 
of factone+ The father was rejoiced to find 
bis son, and the son to know that his father 
lived. By cumparing notes the relationship 
was established and then the soldier hear 
the other side of the atory. 

BOTH ALIVE AND IN ATLANTA, 
When the war closed Mrs. Jones was in 
Atlanta. Of all the letters her soldier hus 
band had written, none had been received,

In the stomach of Holoman, who had 
not lived more than six or eight minutes after 
taking the fatal dose, there was scarcely any’ 
congestion. while im that of Hines, who had 
lived an hour and a quarter, there was a great 
deal of inflammation. In that of Adams the 
lining of the stomach was almost entirely de- 
stroyed. Before the work of the knife was 
finished the sight was aghastly one, asthe’ - 
marks of the bloody work were to be seen in y 
every part of the room.

"THE RAiLROAD COMMISSION. 

The supreme court on yesterday rendered 
a decision in the case of the Georgia railroad 
against the railroad commission—a stit that 
was of deep interest to tue citizens of Georgia. 
The decision sustained the commission and 
furnishes a matter for congratulation among 
the people of the state. The history of the 
case briefly summed up may be stated as {ol- 
lows: Last spring a bill was filed by the 
Georgia railroad and banking company and 
William M. Wadley as lessee, praying the 
chancellor to enjoin the railroad commis- 
sioners from enforcing certain ratesy’ of 
freight as against the Georgia 
railroad, upon the ground in chief that the 
charter of the Georgia railroad company 
authorized it to charge certain other rates, 
and that it had a constitutional right to so do 
—that the legislature’could not interfere or 
take those rights away. Its charter provided 
that it might charge not exceeding fifty cents 
per hundred pounds, per hundred miles, on 
freight, and five cents per mile passenger 
tarifl,© The commission's rates were of course 
lower.

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THE MAN WHO STRUCK WILLIAM PAT- 
TERSON.

'$1,000 to be paid to the  per- 
son who should give to his heirs or executor 
the name of the man who struck him, The 
fight in which Billy Patterson was struck 
occurred in 17835, and it is passing strange that 
just one hundred years after a claim should 
be putin for the reward. And yet, the cor- 
respondent of the Register says that such is 
the case. 

A Mrs. Jenny G. Covely, of Athol, New 
York, daughter of George W. Tillerton, has 
written to the ordinary of Franklin county, 
claiming this legacy of $1,000. She states 
that she is an invalid, aged and infirm, 
and in need of the money. In 
1783, her father was quite a young 
man, and being in great fear of Mr, 
Patterson, fled the country at once and ‘never 
heard of the rewardor legacy. She says she 
has often heard her father speak of the fight 
and ot the blow he gave Mr, Patterson, and 
the fierce anger of the latter. The thumb of 
Tillerton'’s hand was disjointed by the blow, 
and was so severely injured that it remained 
a useless member to the day of his death. 
As the facts she gives corresponds so exactly 
with the facts of the case, the correspondent 
presumes that Mrs. Covely will receive the 
legacy without delay. 

There is another curious fact in re- 
lation to Mr. Vatterson’s remarkable 
will, which the correspondent of the Regisiter 
relates, It appears that for a long time Mr. 
Patterson had in his employ a man named 
Toney D’Halle. He wasin very humble cir- 
cumstances, and chopped wood fora living. 
His tools were frequentiy stolen from him, 
and he formed the habit of hiding them at 
night. One evening after the day’s work was 
done Mr. Patterson directed Toney to hidea 
wedge which. had been borrowed from a 
neighbor ng farmer. Before morning Toney 
waseiricken with paralysis, and in afew days 
hé died. 

Meantime, no one knew where Toney had 
hid the wedge, and it was never found. Ten 
months afterwards the neighbor from which 
the wedge had been borrowed; Hiram Gray- 
son by name, was arrested for 
&@ murder committed eighteen months 
previously. A stranger had been foundjdead 
by the roadside. His pockets were rifled, and 
a bloody iron wedge was lying by him. It 
was supposed that the murder had been com- 
mitted with this wedge. After the alarm had 
been given, and a crowd had assembied, it 
was discovered that the wedge was missing. 
For a long time there was no clue to the 
criminal, but circumstantial evidence finally 
pointed to Hiram Grayson, and he was ar- 
rested and brougiit to triai. 

The chief witness for the state was the man 
who first found the body. In his testimony, 
he said he recognized the wedge as belonging 
to Hiram Grayson, and described it with great 
particularity. The wedge itself was still 


great 


missing, and great search was made = for 
it, but to no purpose. William Patterson, 
the only witness for the defense, tes- 


tified that he had borrowed jand used Gray- 
son’s wedge eight months after the murder, 
and that it was strikingly different from the 
one described by the staie’s witnesses. Gray- 
son was finally acquitted, butacloud hung 
over his name, and the shadow of a suspicion 
attached to Mr. Patterson on the ground that 
he was over zealous in his efforts in behalf of 
his friend. 

Patterson still continued to search for. the 
wedge, and the circumstance became embod- 
ied in a saying as popular and as wide-spread 
as ‘‘who struck Billy Patterson?” namely: 
“Wiere Toney hid the wedge.’’ When his 
circumstances improved, Mr. Patterson of- 
fered a reward for the wedge, and there is a 
clause in his will directing his execntor to 
pay $1,000 to the person who could show 
where Toney hid the wedge. 

Thus one hundred years after the occur- 
rence, an inquiring public learns who struck 
Billy Patterson, but it would be too much to 
expect that the worid will ever know where 
Toney hid the wedge. _

GOULD’S OCEAN STEAMER. 


The Vessel In Which the Great Operator Proposes 
to Cruise the World’s Waters. 

MILADELPHIA, February 22.—The floating 
palace which William Cramp & Sons are 
building for Jay Gould is rapidly approach- 
ing completion. The frame-work and deck, 
entirely composed of iron, are almost 
finished. Over the iron flush deckra wooden 
flooring will be laid. The frame is 225 feet 
long, and 205 feet at the water line, with a 
°s-foot beam. The yacht will draw about 15 
feet of water. The cabins will be situated in 
the forward part of the boat, and the crew’s 
quarters wiil be aft, after the model of 
James G. Bennett’s yacht. The cabins 
and state-rooms will be ventila- 
ted by. an improved steam fan 
worked from the engine-room. The 
cabins and nine state-rooms will be furnished 
in magnificent style before the yacht jeaves 
Crawp's yards. ‘The floors of the state-rooms 
are to be tinished in hard and fancy woods, with

porcelain bath tubs under them containing 
fresh and salt water, which may be made hot 
if the occupants desire. Floors are to be 
movable and so arranged that a bath may be 
indulged in without the necessity of the oc- 
cupant leaving his room.

From the Boston Advertiser. 

The Norfolk and Western's annual pono 
faxes full particulars of the Shenandoah Val- 
ey Railroad companys income bond issue, 
It is authorized to the extent of $2,500,000, 
none to be sold at less than 60 per gent, and 
$1,500,000 to be sold to provide increased fa- 
cilities and equipment and to pay the floating 
debt of the Shenandoah Valley. The gross 
earnings of the Shenandoah Valley are esti- 
mated at $1,200,000, and the net earnings at 45 
per cent, or $540,000, out of which to pay 
$400,000, or other fixed charges, and 4 per 
cent, or $60,000, on the income bonds, 
and an additional 1 er cent 
thereon for each $100,000 additional 
rross earnings. The agreement provides, 
Cennavee, that the Norfolk and Western, 
whenever the Shenandoah Valley’s gross 
earnings are equal to or exceed $1,200,000, 
shall set apart from its own gross earnings re- 
ceived from traflic passing over it to or from 
the Shenandoah Valley a similar fund, 
whence it is.to advance interest to the latter 
to pay the income bond coupons (but not to 
exceed six per cent thereon) when the She- 
nandoah Valley fa.Js to pay them out of the 
gross earning of over $1,200,000. This fund, 
set apart by the Norfolk and Western, is not 
to be used by the Shenandoah Valley, except 
for the year in which it is set apart. The 
Norfolk and Western further agreed to lend 
the Shenandoah Valley, it necessary, $200,000 
a year for three years upon the income bonds 
as collateral. — :

Tho commencement exercires of the Southern 
Medical college occeurfed at BeGive’s opera house 
last night. The audience which assembled te Wi? 
ness the closing ceremonies was one of the largest 
that ever gathered at DeGive’s, and was composed, 
in agrea\t measure, of ladies. Upon the stage the 
faculty and graduating class, with many promi- 
nent citizens, were seated, The stage was decorated 
withflowers,and when theicurtain went up the scene 
wes very brilliant. The exercises were begun with 
an appropriate prayer by Rev. George Leonard Cha- 
ney. Following the prayer of Dr. Chaney was the 
reading of the report of the dean, Dr. William Per- 
rin Nicolson, The report of Dr. Nicolson showed 
the college to be iu a most floagrishing condition, 
with a very considerable progress for the last year, 
and «a bright and promising future ahead. 


The list of graduates was shown to be thirty-seven, 
and the matriculations 108 Dr. Nicolson referred 
particularly to the hospital, which within th last 
year has been made a partof the institu‘ion. He
